CALIFORNIA -- The music scene 
has been besieged by trends as of 
late. Seattle, Techno, Rave, and most 
disturbingly, Alternative (this writer 
is VERY disturbed that Alternative 
music has become trendy). Most new 
bands try to emulate what is “now”’ 
in the hopes of jumping on the band- 
wagon and cashing in on the “in 
scene.’’ The Poorboys, who hail from 
a small town in California, are doing 
just the opposite. Their music is 
new, fresh and original, but it’s not 
trendy, it’s good ole foot stomping 
rock and roll. 

Their debut album, Pardon Me, is 
full of thick guitar riffs and solid 
rhythms influenced by everything 
from 50’s Motown to 70's punk. 
Their lyrics come from the heart 
and personal experience, their views 
on their surroundings. The first 
single, ‘Brand New Amerika,” is a 
harsh but accurate look at society. 
All of their songs are easy to identify 
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with unless, of course, you are per- 
fectly happy with your life, your 
country, and pay no need to current 
events. 

The foursome of Dennis Hill (lead 
vocals/guitar), Rik Sanchez (guitar/ 
vocals), Joey Phillipy (bass/vocals) 
and Andre Bonter (drums), put on a 
powerful live show, playing hard 
edged but danceable grooves. 

We caught up with Rik Sanchez in 
California, gearing up for a European 
publicity tour, for an interview. 


M.K.: Characterize yourself. 

R.S.: | think I’m a very good person 
actually, if you knew me you would 
love me. 

M.K.: Awww... : 

R.S.: My mommy loves me...1 think 
I’m a very honest person, | think | 
need to be, and | think that most 
people should be, because | think 
that what creates more problems 
than are necessary, and where most 
problems come from, is people’s dis- 
honesty. 


M.K.: How about the other guys in 
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the band? 

R.S.: | think we are all the same 
way, truly, that’s why we get along 
so well. Nobody covers up anything, 
everything is very upfront. Every- 
body knows where they stand. Joe, 
plays bass, is the youngest guy in the 
band. Physically youngest as far as 
age goes but he has an “old” heart, 
if that makes any sense. He is very 
mature for his age; he’s only 22. 

M.K.: Hey, I’m only 22! 

R.S.: Well, you're just a kid, too. 
No, when you meet him and speak 
to him, you don't relate him to being 
that young. Andre, our drummer, is 
probably like the psychopath of the 
group. Dennis is equally, as much a 
psychopath but a different kind. He’s 
more of like a schizophrenic. 

M.K.: How about personal musical 
influences? 

R.S.: The biggest ones, growing up 
in the 70's, would be the Stones, and 
old Aerosmith, those are like my 
favorites. | really grew up a lot also 
on the 60’s Motown thing, Sly and 
the Family Stone, stuff like that. | 
hardly listen to anything new, most 
of it offends me. It just depends, 
there’s so much stuff that’s just...like 
that whole commercial rock thing, 
they are f*****g things up for us. 
It's kind of going away from that, 


I’m kind of happy about the way 
things are starting to turn, as far 
as the industry goes or whatever. 
Alternative music being the big thing 
of the day right now which, | mean, 
five years ago who would have 
thought that Nirvana would have a 
platinum selling album, so. that’s 
cool. But, in a way, as with every- 
thing else, whenever anything gets 
that big, it gets kind of bastardized 
and washed out. It's not necessarily 
their fault, it just kind of happens. 
There are already a million copy-cat 
bands, everybody wants to be a 
Seattle band. Which in itself, some of 
it is really cool, and some of it is 
really mundane because it’s just re- 
hashing Black Sabbath in shorts and 
Doc Maartens. 
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M.K.: How about band influences? 

R.S.: Actually, probably the same 
ones. Especially, obviously, the 
Stones. | don’t know anybody who 
doesn't like the Stones, really, so 
that’s a given almost. Aerosmith, a 
certain era of Aerosmith, like “Toys 
in the Attic’ and ‘’Rocks.” Certain 
Motown albums, everyone in the 
band is really into Smokey Robinson 
and The Miracles and the Tempta- 
tions, or Sly and the Family Stone, 
we always listen to that. It’s funny, 
you don’t directly hear that in the 
music but it's kind of the blend of all 
things that makes whatever we do. 

M.K.: How about some thoughts on 
your debut release, if you could do it 
over, would you change anything? 

R.S.: I'd change a few things, but 
not really a lot. The only things | 
would change would be things in 
the actual recording process, how we 
got sound. That was our biggest 
thing going in (to the studio); we 
wanted to find a producer who was 
a good engineer, that could get 
actual sound on tape. We weren't 
really worried about a producer that 
was going to come in and he this 
great arranger and thet kind of 
-thing, we already had, for the most 
part, everything set, how we wanted 
things and what we wanted on the 
album. 

M.K.: So you are happy with it? 

R.S.: Yeah, I’m real happy with it. 
It’s something that you inave, to 
listen to it over and over again, and 
the more you listen to it, you get 
more and more critical about it. You 
could pick it apart forever, | could go 
through it and completely tear it 
apart to the point where someone 
would probably think | hated it, but 
| don’t, | just know every single thing 
that’s on there and if there’s some- 
thing in the mix you wonder, ‘‘May- 
be that could have been a little 
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\ Belg 
louder’ or ‘If we would have panned 
that all the way tothe right,” you 
could just go on forever...you have 
to know when to leave it alone. 

M.kK.: Do you have plans for an- 
other album? 

R.S.. Yeah. Obviously, financially, 
it depends on how this record does. 
lf it bombs and they drop us, we'll 
move on and do it some other way. 
We've been writing a! lot. When we 
got to the point to do the first rec- 
ord, we already had two albums 
worth of songs. When we got done 
with the album, we want on this 
writing spree; we have another 
couple albums worth of songs, I’m 
sure through time they'll sort of 
weed themselves out. It’s good that 
we're always writing, though, so it 
has time to build itself into a real 
song or fall away. 

M.K.: Do you think the next album 
will differ in any way? 

R.S.: It will probably be more 
guitar heavy, and more adventurous 
in some places, not too much, 
though, | don’t want to get too 
crazy, otherwise you lose people too 
quick. I’m sure we could do that if 
we wanted to; we'll just sneak it in 
there. 

M.K.: Do you feel being a signed, 
national act has changed you guys? 

R.S.: Not really. As far as the band 
goes and how we view the band and 
what we do as far as being in the 
band, no, | don't think so. Some 
things, like coming home and realiz- 
ing that it’s really boring here, those 
kinds of things, yeah. The closer you 
get to being home, the more you 
miss it. That last week before you’re 
coming home, you're dying to get 
home and then you get here and then 
you realize, “Okay, | slept in my 
bed, let’s get back on the road.” 
We've gotten better live, too. 

M.K.: Any interesting tour exper-

The Whirling Dervishes, an alternative rock and roll band 
from the North Jersey area, will be releasing their latest 
EP in mid-November. The release, entitled “Whirling 
Dervishes Wish It Would Snow,” contains songs with a 
winter flavor. The EP also contains the Dervi’s phenomen- 
al cover of the Dr. Seuss classic ““You’re a Mean One, Mr. 
Grinch.” This song, never before available to the public, 
was the most requested song on WHTG last Christmas. 
Lead singer Don Dazzo’s deep, dark voice adds to the 
hilarity of this version. If Seuss had heard this, he probab- 
ly would have used it in the cartoon. 

If you are into run of the mill bands, the Whirling 
Dervishes are not for you. An extremely eclectic band, 
they tend to stray far from the norm. Dazzo is backed by 
guitarists Bob Ardrey and Dan Paola, bassist Jerry Heer, 
keyboardist Bill Siegel and drummer John Bryan. They 


have been pumping out their own brand of alternative 
rock since the mid-80’s and have accrued quite a follow- 
ing.

Gordon: Trying to get as many gigs as we can and play 
to as many different audiences as possible. You know, test 
the waters. 

In Tune: The idea that you’ve only been playing to- 
gether for a little over two years leads me to wonder how 
you have achieved success in such a short amount of time. 

Gordon: We've known each other for a lot longer than 
that. I’ve known Rob, the sick one, for like seven years 
and I’ve known Peter for about four years and we played

In Tune: Is this the only totally acoustic band that you 
played in? 

Gordon: This is it. 

Peter: But | think from as far as knowing each other and 
being friends that existed, you know, but when we came 
together and we started doing this, this was different: this 
wa stuff we've never done before, so it was like beginning 
again in a way. 

In Tune: Danny Kortchman produced your album and 
he has worked with several successful musicians including 
Don Henley, James Taylor and Jasmine Brown. What was 
it like to work with someone with such professional ex- 
periences?

Gordon: Home at the Fast Lane and the Pony. Un- 
believable! | mean, we love playing everywhere. We love 
playing our music for everybody we can, but we have 
built a base at home. It’s just for anybody, you're away 
for a long time, on a trip or something, and you go home; 
you like being home. 

In Tune: You pour a lot of emotion into your work, 
How do you come up with the lyrics and music? 

Peter: If you just take a look around at what's happening 
around you, you know that you talk to your friends, you 
talk to your family, you talk to the people who are close 
to you, you talk to strangers and just look at what's hap- 
pening around you. Art is something that’s all around us. 
We just take it and incorporate it into something that 
communicates some kind of feeling or emotion or message 
into something for people to listen to. You can find the 
message in the simplest thing, in a half-drunk cup of water 
and I’m sure there’s been top ten singles inspired by that. 
Really, you can find inspirations in writing and creating 
and inspirations to be a part of music and art in every 
breath you take. 

In Tune: Is there anything you wish to say to the public? 

Peter: We miss Rob! 

Gordon: Check out the music, check out the record. It 
comes from a really great place, it’s honest and hopefully 
it can be just like a friend. 

Unfortunately, the interview had to come to an end. 
Once again, the feeling of satisfaction, yet yearning for 
more, recreated itself. For temporary relief, the album 
will stimulate the heart and relax the mind. However, the 
true cure ts to check out the band if you get the chance.

Some of the other songs do touch on the religious aspect 
of life or the spiritual aspect of life but like | said, they 
touch on it, they don’t preach it.
